At least Fortenberry can laugh about his 
frightening injury. He says he’s used to the 
double takes that come with having a patch 
concealing an empty socket. ~ 

Two years after a batted ball struck him in 
the face and cost him his eye, the sophomore 

itcher at East Central Community College 
has returned to the mound and is determined 
not to let the injury keep him from playing at a 
major college. 

“He has a disability as far as only having one 
eye, but as a player he’s just like the rest of the 
guys,” said coach Jake Yarborough. “He works 
hard, and he's got a competitive streak about 
him, ...

And on offense, if we don’t have 
a lay-up we are going to bring the ball back out. set up 
a play and make teams defend us,” Bowie stated. then 
made the following prediction: “If we hold our oppo- 
nents to 65 points or less per game, make no more than 
12 turnovers, and win the rebounding battle on offense 
and defense, we will be victorious.” 

Bowie also expects his team to “never give up” and 
play a full 40 minutes until the final buzzer sounds. 

“Don’t leave the game early,” Bowie warns. “If we 
are down 10 or less with three minutes to play, you 
might miss a great ending.” 

In addition to winning, Bowie knows the impor- 
tance of academics. 


“I am going to make sure my players £0 to class and 
become good students. I also hope to bring a winning 
tradition back to a program that has seen bits and 
pieces of success over the past few years,” Bowie stat- 
ed.

“It shows students something 
about the different medical skills,” 
Murphy said. “They get a taste of 
each of them” 

¢ Automotive Service Technology, 
meanwhile. goes way beyond the old 
shop classes. When students finish, 
they will be qualified as entry-level 
automotive technicians. The students 
will have an of auto 
mechanics that includes engine main- 
tenance, fuel systems. brake sysiems 
and transmissions 
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points out that technology is always 
changing. and students must be pre- 
pared for it, 

“Most of our programs are techni- 
cal and computer related, and the 
center's new name is more reflective 
of that,” said Murphy. “Every pro- 
gram we offer is more technical than 
before, and we work to keep them as 
updated. as possible. We try to pre- 
pare our students for the changing 
workforce.” 

Perhaps the best example of that 
philosophy is the new Design and 
Merchandising Technology for Fash- 
ion and Interiors program which 
debuts in August, 

A couple of weeks ago, if you 
were to have walked through the 


Much of that requires computers 
for diagnostic work, Murphy noted. 

“We maintain the most up-to-date 
computer programs,” Murphy said. 
“It wouldn't do any good to teach 
technology that is outdated,” 

¢« The Business and Computer 
Technology program prepares stu- 
dents to work in modern olfices. 
They will learn to use the latest com- 
puter software programs. 

¢ The Metal Trades program 
teaches students the basic use of all 
machines used in the industrial 
machine shop. Students learn to 
weld. They also will know how to 
use milling machines and tool cut- 
ters. 

“During the first year of the pro- 
gram. they spend time in. the centers 








classroom that had housed the cloth- 
ing and sewing program last year, 
you might be reminded of the many 
empty textile factory buildings where 
people earned their living, not so 
long ago. It was dark and empty. 

But this story has a happy ending. 
When school starts, the room will 
have been renovated into a modern 
classroom with new equipment and 
computers. There will sull be some 
sewing machines, but they now oper- 
ate with computers. 

Open to 10th through 12th 
graders, when the students complete 
this two-year program, they will be 
ready to go to work in the field of 
merchandising. 

“The sewing program is evoly- 


that teach machine shop, welding and 
working with sheet metal,” Murphy 
said, “During the second year, they 
will specialize in one or two of those 
areas. 

« The Technology Application 
division gives training in technology 
education, They learn about multime- 
dia applications, animation. how to 
do web pages and more. 

The center also offers tutoring 
classes to students who are behind in 
one subject area or more. 

“When they lirst come to us, we 
test them and see where they are,” 
said Murphy. “We have related skills 
classes that help the students in math, 
language and reading, should they 
need it. These are skills they are 
going to need in the workforce.”

The show is part of a series of statewide 
events honoring Evers, the slain civil rights 
leader who was born in Decatur. 

The event is significant, according to 
Newton businessman Walter Gardner, who 
was instrumental in coordinating the show. 

“Bringing these two legends 


-together...enables all of the people in these fag 


surrounding communities to enjoy an 

evening of fun activity”, adding that 

“most attendees will have some appre- 

ciation for the life and legacy of 

Medgar Evers”. 

Evers was born in Decatur 4 

and attended school there until 

his induction into the Army in 

1943. After serving — in 
Normandy during World War Il 

he earned a B.A. at Alcorn 

College (now Alcorn — State 
University).

Davis, who has taught 
19 years at East Central 
following 10 years in the 
Meridian Public School 
system, said the decision 
to retire was not an easy 
one, but was largely deter- 
mined by health factors. 

“Treally love teaching at 
East Central,- but | feel 
that I may not be able to 
carry out the duties of my 
job at the level that I want 
to. Also, it has been indi- 
cated that I need less exer- 
tion and to concentrate 
more on my health.” said 
Davis, who was diagnosed 
with metastatic colon can- 
cer In May 2004. 

AltHough he had no 
symptoms, the cancer had 
also spread to his liver. 

Davis noted that the 
year-and-a-half of 
chemotherapy treatments 
he had taken at the Ander- 
son Cancer Clinic in 
Meridian “have been 
rather successful.” 

“The initial treatments 
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went better than I thought 
they would,” Davis com- 
mented. “However, I have 
had some setbacks recent- 
ly and I just need to over- 
come them.” 

In reflecting on his 29 
years as a classroom 
instructor, Davis said the 
highlight has been the

One of the state's largest private 
employers, the Mississippi Band of 
Choctaw Indians, has combined forces 
with East Central Community College 
(ECCC) to open the Integrated 
Technologies Training Center (ITTC) at 
the Mississipp: Choctaw Advanced 
TechPare located on 150 acres of land 35 
miles from Meridian 

The training center 1s designed to pro- 
vide workers with training to prepare them 
for high-tech, high-wage eniployment. 

“The college's training center being 
located in the middle of the technology 
park is a baited hook for recruiting,” said 
Roger Whitlock, director of workforce 
development at ECCC. “The Choctaws 
have attracted a couple of industries to 
the Advanced TechParc because there 
was the ability onsite to select and 
develop productive workers. The college 
and tribe have done a good thing in 
terms of luring jobs and employers to the 
area. If the specific workforce is not 
available, then we can help access, select 
and develop it.” 

John Hendrix, director of economic 
development for the Mississippi Band of 
Choctaw Indians, said the [TTC is a vital 
element in attracting more high-tech 
industries to the park. 

“We had the facilities, high-speed 
infrastructure and land,” Hendrix said. 
“What we needed was the workforce 
development piece providing § cus- 
tomized job training for any tenant in the 
park. If the training center doesn't have 
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the skill sets to teach what ts needed, the 
training staff will customize the curricu- 
lum to meet the needs of this company.” 

The ITTC officially opened in mid- 
March, and Hendrix didn’t have to wait 
long for confirmation of the importance 
of the training facility. He recently met 
with representatives from two prospec- 
tive industries, one from Israel and 
another from California, and found they 
were keenly interested in the new train- 
Ing center equipped with the latest tech- 
training equipment. 

.“We spent. half of our time talking 
about workforce development,” Hendnx 
said. “It literally is the missing piece. Thess 
spent most of their time m the training cen- 
ter learning how they could train employ- 
ees. If there was any doubt of the impor- 
tance of the tramimg facility, now I’m a 
believer because | just saw if.” 

The park, known as the Choctaw 
Industrial Park when it opened in 1971, 
initially had a number of industries 
including a greeting card company and 
automotive wiring plant. Employment 
declined as those industries moved off- 
shore. The Choctaw Tribe kept some of 
the businesses, and now operates compa- 
nies in Mexico. 

The complex was expanded and re- 
branded as the Choctaw TechParc 
(www.choctawtechparc.com) in 2005, and 
has been filled in with high-tech companies 
in the areas such as information technology, 
aerospace and geo-technology. 

The movement into high-tech busi- 
nesses dovetails with the efforts of the 
Choctaws to improve education for 
members of the tribe to provide them

with better employment opportunities. 
Ten years ago, the Tribe had only 10 
members with college experience. A col- 
lege scholarship program was launched, 
and today Choctaw college enrollment 
averages 44) students per semester. 

One of the reasons given by Kia for 
deciding to locate @ new automotive tacili- 
ty in Georgia instead of Mississippi recent- 
ly was concerns about the availability of an 
adequate workforce. That underscores the 
importance of advanced skills training in 
today's manufacturing environment, 

While the center is located on the 
reservation and the pnmary 
training for jobs broughi to the reserva- 
tion in the TechParc, the college can also 
help any local or regionalemployer with 
advanced technical training needs, 

“We can host training for other non- 
tribal businesses, as well.” Whitlock 
said. “This relationship is designed to 
skill up the regional area workforce. 
This location gives us a chance to sup- 
port employers in doing that.” 

Many manufacturing jobs in the 
region have been lost in recent years as 
jobs have moved offshore. Whitlock said 
the skill sets of people previously 
employed in manufacturing might not be 
a perfect match to what is needed by 
high-tech companies. 

“We now have the facility, trainers 
and equipment necessary to help transi- 
tion workers from previous industries 
into the new jobs that are available,” 
Whitlock said. “We can convert those 
workers from the skills and knowledge 
they had to the skills and knowledge that 
they need.

you could see the water 
line on the house. 

“Six feet of water had 
gotten into the house. It 
ruined everything. It 
moved the furniture 


around from one room to - 


another. If we had stayed, 
we would have drowned.” 
The Berryhill’s house is 
on a street that is parallel 
with a canal that comes off 
the Pascagoula River. The 
surge from Katrina came 
up the canal and into 
every home on the street.

“I got him years ago 
when I was working in the 
oil business in South 
America,” Berryhill said.

The winds.of Hurricane Katrina 
blew down trees, houses and just 
about anything that got In its way 
last August. 

But when the storm came on 
shore, little did the Richard Berry- 
hill or the administration at East 
Central Community College know 
anew geography teacher was being 
blown in the direction of the 
Decatur campus. 


Berryhill had taught geography 
at the Gulf Coast Community Col- 
lege branch in Gautier, where he 
had made his home for the past 15 
years. He and his wife, Aggie, evac- 
uated their home in Gautier the 
Saturday before the storm hit and 
rode it out in Newton County with 
their son. 

“We are from Kansas and have 
been around torhadoes,” Berryhill 
said.

“secrets” out, she says”

Just over a month tn her new position 
as marketing specialist for the East 
Central Community College (ECCC) 
Workforce Development Center, 
Kimberly Mott is already working on 
marketing ideas. “I'm currently working 
on a marketing DVD in conjunction with 
the Research and Curriculum Unit at 
Mississippi State University. The 
Workforce Development Center is one of 
the best kept secrets in the state, and it's 
my job to let the secret out!" Mott says 
she’s working to get a new logo and more 
brand recognition for the Center, as well. 

Created in accordance with 
Mississippi's Workforce and Education 
Act of 1994, the East Central Community 
College Workforce Development Center is 
supported through the State Board for 
Community and Jumior Colleges. A 
District Workforce Development Council 
with members representing the five coun- 
ty service area of East Central 
Community College drives the work of 
the Workforce Development Center. 

Mott explains that the center offers 
services such as basic skills training. “We 
offer GED classes and English as a sec- 
ond language,” says Mott. “We also focus 











on professional development. We have 
three workforce coordinators who go to 
local businesses to see what kind of train- 
ing they need.” Mott says that the Center 
also houses a small business development 
center for those who wish to pursue 
entrepreneurial goals. 

A native of Meridian, Mott received 
her AA degree from Meridian Junior 
College (MJC), her Bachelor’s Degree 
from Mississippi State and her Master’s 
degree from The University of Southern 
Mississippi. “I worked in the private sec- 
tor for two years after college before 
going to work in the alumni office at 
ECCC., I did that for a couple of years 
before teaching high school. That had 
been my passion, something I'd wanted 
to do for many years. But after four years 
of teaching business and computer to 
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eighth through twelfth cores. I had had 
enough!” 

During that same time, Mott was an 
adjunct faculty member at both MJC and 
ECCC, teaching marketing and business. 
“Tl went back to ECCC full time in 2002, 
working in the financial aid office. That's 
when I pursued my Master's degree. | 
worked and went to school at the same 
time.” 

Mott is excited about her new position 
at the college. “Tt fits in perfectly with 
what I've been studying. Workforce 
development is critical for the growth of 
business in the state. What T want to try to 
do, as marketing specialist, is to put a 
face on workforce development. We serve 


Newton, Scott, Winston, Neshoba and 
Leake Counties, and we've done training 
in such businesses as Lazy Boy, Tyson. 
Taylor Machinery and many more. But 
there’s still so much that can be done.” 

One thing Mott is particularly enthusi- 
astic about is the Integrated Technical 
Training Center on the Reservation. “The 
ITTC center offers an opportunity to learn 
and train on actual machines. The people 
trained there will be an asset to the com- 
panies for which they work,” Just like 
Kimberly Mott is an asset to the 
Workforce Development Center.
